De- 
liveries to the packing houses picked 
up yesterday, aa the weather wan 
very good, and, since the car situa- 
tion Is now Improved, the amount of 
business done In the houses yester- 
day was very large. 


Out In tho field, three concerns are 


said to have paid four and three-quar- 
ters cents sweat box for raisin* yes- 
terday, which Indicates not only tho 
fact that the packers are going hack 
Into the field to buy to some extent, 
but also that they aro going back at 
a figure considerably better than was 
hoped for somft days ago.
